orgetting God has been a problem among His children since the 
world began. Think of the times of Moses, when God provided 
manna and in miraculous and visible ways led and protected His 
children. Still the prophet warned the people: “Take heed . . . lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes have seen” (Deuteronomy 4:9). 

Find ways to recognize and remember God’s kindness. It will build 
our testimonies. You remember that song we sometimes sing: “Count your 
many blessings; name them one by one, and it will surprise you what the 
Lord has done” (“Count Your Blessings,” Hymns, no. 241). 

When our children were very small, I started to write down a few 
things about what happened every day. I never missed a day no mat- 
ter how tired I was or how early I would have to start the next day. 

Before I would write, I would ponder this question: “Have I 
seen the hand of God reaching out to touch us or our 
children or our family today?” As I would cast my mind 
over the day, I would see evidence of what God had 
done for one of us that I had not recognized in the 
busy moments of the day. I realized that trying to 
remember had allowed God to show me what He 
had done. 

The Holy Ghost helps us see what God has done 
for us. I testify that God loves us and blesses us more 
than most of us have yet recognized. I know that is 
true, and it brings me joy to remember Him.
